The reports from business dur­ 
ing August have continued of an 
encouraging character. 
Industrial 
operations, according to prelimin­ 
ary figures, have made more than 
the usual seasonal advance, and 
markets of all kinds give evidence 
of a further strengthening of con­ 
fidence in the Fall outlook. Retail 
business is running steadily ahead 
of last year; despite unfavorable 
weather in some sections the Au­ 
gust increase is expected to come 
close to that of July, when 
de­ 
partment store sales were up 9 per 
cent, on a daily 
average 
basis. 
Undoubtedly the general view is 
hat Fall merchandise trade will 
;how an increase of fully 10 per 
cent over last year, and that the 
gains in many of the industries 
will be even larger. With seasonal 
preparations going ahead on that 
basis, advance buying in many of 
the wholesale markets has been 
the best in five or six years, ex­ 
cept for the speculative movement 
of 19 33, which merchants do not 
propose to repeat. 
Commodity prices have advanc­ 
ed, including a number of farm 
products and non-ferrous metals. 
The average price 
of the 
most 
important raw materials, as repre­ 
sented by Moody’s index number 
of fifteen staples, stood toward the 
end of the month at a new hign 
point in the recovery, 
167 
per 
cent of the December 31, 19 31, av­ 
erage. 
Prices of manufactured 
goods 
have been steady to firm, with ad­ 
vances in some lines; and although 
the skeleton NRA organization has 
repeated its charges of widespread 
price and wage cutting, abandon­ 
ment of labor standards set by the 
codes, etc., the unsettlement which 
would be expected if these poli­ 
cies were general is not evident 
in the markets. On the contrary, 
it is almost certain that where ad­ 
justments of this kind are being 
made, by individuals 
responding 
to conditions in their own busi­ 
ness, the changes are increasing 
the ability to sell goods, and con­ 
tributing to the recovery. 
They 
represent the natural and cease­ 
less effort of the economic sys­ 
tem to keep itself in balance. 
The rise in stock prices has car­ 
ried farther, with its usual heart­ 
ening effect. It is always difficult 
to say whether the stock market 
leads or follows business senti­ 
ment, and of course its record as 
a barometer is not of the best, 
i However, the increased volume ^.f 


i business creates optimism as to 
earnings; also stock prices adjust 
themselves as dividends 
become 
more secure, to the lower yields 
on all investments, due to the ex­ 
cess funds seeking employment. 
Hence the rise is interpreted

evidence that easy money is work­ 
ing its way more broadly into the 
economic situation, and making a 
revival of the capital markets and 
an increase in capital goods ex­ 
penditures more certain.

The persistence and spread of 
the business improvement over the 
past nine or ten months, despite 
both political and economic handi­ 
caps, have made a strong impres­ 
sion upon all observers.

Lincoln university, was founded 
as a private enterprise by the 62nd 
U. S. Colored Infantry for the pur­ 
pose of providing an education for 
freed blacks. Though the Missouri 
constitution drawn up in 1865, one 
year before the opening of the In­ 
stitute, provided that negro chil­ 
dren were to be educated in pub­ 
lic schools m aintained by public 
taxation, 
and 
through 
other 
schools for the education of the 
negro had been established prior 
to Lincoln Institute, the school be­ 
came at its inception and has since 
rem ained the cornerstone of the 
education of the negroes of 
the 
State.

The school was to a marked de- | 
gree the product of the efforts of j 
Missouri negroes. According to R. 
B. Foster, white officer 
of 
the 
(M issouri) 62nd U. S. Colored In-j 
fantry, a 
sort 
of 
spontaneous J 
movement arose among the men I 
to raise a subscription to estab­ 
lish a school in Missouri of which 
he should take charge. As a result j 
$5000 was subscribed 
to 
which 
was added $1,360 contributed by 
members of the 65th U. S. Colored 
Infantry also of Missouri, which 
later joined the movement.
